2. In the Budget Speech of 1992-93 it had been 
announced that foreign exchange would be available 
at the official exchange rate for the import of life 
saving drugs. In pursuance of this, the Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) has ad¬ 
vised the Reserve Bank of India to sell foreign 
exchange at the official rate of exchange for import 
of approval life saving drugs and equipment. An 
approved list of such life saving drugs and equipment 
is hereby annexed which is eligible to be imported at 
the official exchange rate.
